G.S.R. 227(E) .—In exercise of the power? conferred by 
sub-section (1) of Section 3 of the All India Services Act, 
1951 (61 of 1951), read with rule 25 of the All India Services 
(Death-cum-Rctirement Benefits Rules, 1958, the Central Gov¬ 
ernment, after consultation with the Governments of the 
SLates concerned, hereby makes the following regulations 
further to amend the All India Services (Commutation of 
Pension) Regulations, 1959 namely :— 

1. (1) These regulations may be called the All India Ser¬ 
vices (Commutation of Pension) Amendment Regulations, 
1978, 

(2) They shall come into force on the date of their publi¬ 
cation in the Official Gazette. 

2. In the All India Services (Commutation of Pension) Re¬ 
gulations, 1959, 

(u) in sub-regulation (1) of regulation 3, the following 
shall be inserted, namely 

“Provided that a member of the Service, against whom 
judicial or departmental proceeding has been insti¬ 
tuted or a pensioner against whom any such pro¬ 
ceeding has been instituted or continued under sub¬ 
rule (1) of Rule 6 of the Retirement Benefits Rules, 


shall not be permitted to commute any part of his 
pension during the pendency of such proceeding. 

Explanation : The compassionate allowance granted to 
a member of the Service under proviso to sub-rule 
(1) of Rule 5 of the Retirement Benefits Rules, shall 
be treated as pension for the purpose of commutation 
under these rules.” 

(b) after regulation 7, the following shall be inserted, 
namely :— 


"7A. Special provision for commutation.—(1) Notwith¬ 
standing anything contained in regulations 5, 6 and 
7, if a pensioner, who retired under sub-rule (1) 
of Rule 16 erf the Retirement Benefits Rules, makes 
an application for commutation of pension within 
one year, after the date of his retirement, shall not 
be subjected to medical examination under these 
regulations and the commutation shall become abso¬ 
lute (i.e. the title to receive the commuted portion 
of the pension shall cease and the title to the com¬ 
muted value shall accrue) on the date on which 
the application for commutation Is received by the 
State Government. 


(2) A pensioner shall have no option to withdraw the 
application made under sub-regulation (1)."
